Tree Sitting 

At Blackwood Mill Near Darlington a group of Beech 
trees were threatened by the expansion of some private 
gardens. A request for an emergency tree preservation 
order was made but the council announced that it could 
not be considered until their next meeting. In the mean 
time 20 people camped out in the trees to help protect 
them. The police allowed them to stay there until the 
council, who in the end decided not to protect the trees, 
had made a decision. The tree houses were evicted 
during which three people were arrested. Although the 
threatened trees were lost, 29 other trees in the vicinity 
have had preservation orders placed on them as a 
result of the incident. On a brighter note, near 
Glastonbury a tree squat prevented the removal of a 
group of protected trees to make way for a private 
access road. Work was held up until the local authority 
stepped in to stop them being cut down. Direct action 
works! 

Wells Relief Road 

Regular actions have been continuing against the Wells 
Relief road which will cut through the grounds of a local 
school. An en route squat has been evicted but another 
has been set up in a building whose garden lies in the 
proposed route. A tree in the path of the road has been 
saved through a decision to alter the proposed route 
after threatened actions. Meanwhile, the department 
of Health and Safety have confirmed that a building 
hastily demolished to make way for the road, contained 
asbestos.This was not properly removed thus causing 
a local health hazard.

SUNDANCERS UNDER ARMED SlEGE 

In Shuswap territory in Canada a sacred sundance and 
burial site is being occupied by Native Americans. This 
land, and much of Canada has never been surrendered 
by treaty. As of August 27th all communication with 
the Shuswap camp has been cut and the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police have surrounded the area 
with armed SWAT teams & helicopters.The sundancers 
have always maintained that they want a peaceful 
settlement to the dispute, but they have also stressed 
that they will defend the site to the point of being 
“removed in body bags". 

Elsewhere in Canada, Mohawk warriors have seized 
a government building to protest about continued 
violations of the sovereignty of the indigenous peoples 
and in solidarity with the sundancers. At the time of 
writing they have barricaded themselves into the 
building, raised the Mohawk warrior flag and declared 
the building "closed for ever"! 

One Canadian cop claimed ‘Brits don't give a shit about 
dancing prairie niggers ". Prove him wrong, there are 
Canadian government buildings, tourist offices etc. near 
all of us ... act now!

Tarmac and the Department of Transport are still "a 
million miles apart" from reaching a settlement over 
costs for the construction of the M3 through Twyford 
Down. The original tender was £26 million but 
eventually ended up at £44 million.

A growing number of people are now suing the police for damages in court instead of making a complaint against 
the police. Two reasons for this are 1 ) If you are successful you get financial compensation (cash) and 2) people are realising 
that taking out a complaint against the police rarely succeeds. 

If you have been a victim of police misconduct and want to knovy if you can take them to court, this leaflet will help you decide 
if you want to take the matter further, and what to do next. 

Obviously your chances of succeeding in suing the police are better if you have witnesses supporting your claims and any 
other evidence to back up your case. It may be difficult to win if it is just your word against theirs. 

WHAT CAN I SUE FOR ? CASE 1
